Sir,—With reference to the article 
“Man Who Started: War Meets Man 
Who Ended It,” published in the 
Hongkong Telegraph on Wednesday 
the Information, I think, is incorrect, 
since the first shots were flred on 
June 28, 1914 at the Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand and his wife at’ Serajevo, 
in the morning by 2° printer “who 
failed to hit his mark, and In the 
afternoon by a student, who murder- 
ed both. . 

After various protests by the 
sovernments: concerned, Austria, 
backed-up by Germany, sent Serbia 
on ultimatum, with which it was im- 
possible for Serbia to camply in the 
time. When the ultimatum expircd 
Austrian urtillery commenced {o 
shell Belgrade.' 

I take it that one of the above 
ineidents should be considered the 
“First Shots of the Great War." 

If the heading is meant to read 
“The First Britisher to Fire a Shot,” 
again 1 think it Is Incorrect, This 
controversy was settfed by a. para- 
Kraph, published in the Dally ‘fail, 
about 1931, and read, almost word 
fof word, as follows: 

“It Is suid that Corporal Thomas 
of the Drugoon. Guards fired the first 
shot of the Great War, however, Cor- 
pom King of the Royal Murines is 
credited with having fired the first 
shot; a gunlayer on board H.M.S. 
Amphian which sank the German 
minelnyer Konigen Laulse on August 
6, 1914, This gallant marine now 
Nes buried In Bury St. Edmund's, 
Churchyard, Suffolk." 7" .

The _ possi- 
bility that. one through the 
perusal of some ancient text 


of what mey be expected to hap- 
pen is too intriguing to be re- 
sisted. Consequently,’ almost 


its quota of allegedly divincly 
inspired prophetic works, and 
these exert tremendous influence 
wherever they are studied. 


.Most of these prophetic books 
originate, of course, in the East; 
for the Eastern races perhaps en- 
joy a closer and = more perfect 
communion with Nature, and it 
is therefore. in order that the 
epntinent which. produced the) 
great religions: of | mankind 
should likewise take the lead in 
prophecy. 


Thus,-as is welt known, - the 
ancient nation of Isracl was dis- 
tinguished in this respect, and 
those scriptural portions of the 
Old Testament which contain 


prophetic utterances have’ been 
greatly reverenced throughout 
the ages, and it is commonly be- 
lieved that very many'of them 
have come true.

Pie Chinese, even more per- 

haps than the ancient Hebrew 
people, take interest in the pre- 
diction of future events, and 
therefore prophecies of dny dere 
cription have always received 
the widest circulntion. Every 
word of a forecast of things to 
come is seized upon with’ the 
grentest alacrity, and if any por- 
rtion of it. turns out to be even 
partially true, it at once becomes 
sacred in the eyes of the masses 
of the people. ; 

One of the most famous pro- 
phetic books of the Chinese is a 
little volume known ag the 
T'ut-pooi-t'o, or “Chart of Op- 
posing Backs," which is said to 
have been composed by two 
celebrated . individuals, Yuen 
Tin-kong and Lei Shun-fung, 
who lived during ‘the fifth cen- 


ttury A.D. 


These two meh'were reputed to 
be deeply versed.in the secrets of 
nature which the Chinese call the 
Na-hang Yam-yeung chi Lei, or 
the “Reasons of the Five Ele- 
ments and the Masculine and 
Feminine . Principles.” It is in 
reality a Chinese theory of the 
future course of history, and-is 
based upon the hypothesis that 


every three hundred years, more 
or Jess, “a amall rebellion is to be 
expected, and every five hundred 
years, more or less, a great re- 
bellion.”. After’ the latter haa 
subsided, 2x new government 
emerges out of the chaos, and 
the work of ‘tranquilllsing the 
country’ borins. : 

It is to be expected that the 
Chinese believe that there are 
reforences in thig-liltl¢ book to 
tho present crisis, and it ia popu- 
larly regarded in much the same 
light..as tho Apocalypse. of St. 


John the Divine among Christian | 
people. Unfortunately, however, 
the language of the book is like 
that of. most oracles such as 
those of ancient Greece which .'

Very few of the refugees con speak 
English nt all; so that they welcomed 
vepresentatives of the Hongkong 
Jewlsh Rellef Society who met the 
ahip And gave them full informatio 
about Shanghal, telling them that 
they would be met there and assisted 
by the Jewlsh Refugee Committee, 
or the most part they remained near 
the ship, buying an occasional blan- 
ket, where {hey could afford It, from 
{he wharf hawkers. 

The very needy found a friend in 
Nr. A, Landau, who was present on 
the wharf with a great basket con- 
‘taining 120 blankets, Through one 
of the refugee passengers who knew 
the circumstances of those on board 
he distributed these. to the most 

~ necessitous cases, with special con- 
sideration for those with children. 

* Many of the refugees were com- 
mletely unequipped for the rigours of 
winter in Shanjhal and were glad 
at the gift of a blanket. The donor 
intends fo meet every ship bringing 
refitrees and rive what relief he can. 


From Concentration Camps 

The refugees included nbout 40 
Jews who.bad been detained ih con- 
centration camps. Some of these 
declared that they hil been released 
1 condition they Ieft the country 
within @ certain brief UUme; those 
who could uot escape by then were 
roturned to the camps. These and 
many of the others, they stated, had 
been atripped of their belongings 
when they crossed the frontier of 

’ Germany. 

Several described actual instances 
of peraccution, one stating that he 
had seen a man forced into a box 
padded with nail points; the Id was 
then elosed down on him. 

“What you rend.in the papers is 
svt nearly so horrible ag what hag 
been happening,” one said, “The 
Jews are the victims of a murder 
arganisation. which has nothing to do 
with the real German public. For

This is expedct- 
ed to Inst only till the end of the 
year, The American Red Cross |s 
being asked to assist with monetary 
support when the present reserves 
exhausted, So frr $42,000 has been 
raised in Shanghnl; most of thls was 
given by 20 Individuals. - 

The London Commitee for Refugee 
Relief sent’ £500, and an urgent 
appeal to the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee of New York resulted in a 
grant of U.S. $2,500. Every penny 
of this foreign money has already 
been spent. 7 

Housing the new arrivals is one of 
the Ineal committee's prentest wor- 
ries. So far most of the refugecs 
have been sheltered in three or four 
houses in Hongkew, but conditions 
are reported to be unsatisfactory. It

It is not my habit to give any interview or statement to the 
Financial Democratic Press, because in the past many such inter- 


views wero twisted to sult their own’ purpose. 


Further, it was estimated recently 
that nearly half a million «of my 
fellow countrymen were good enough 
to assemble to listen to me in the 
course of n single month; yet the 
natlong) Press thought this quite un- 
worthy of mention. 

It is, therefore, a legitimate con- 
clusion that the Press has no Interest 
in me, and I certainly have no in- 
terest in them. . 


It may accordingly be a subject of 


some surprise that the Press should 
show any interest in such o purely 
personal matter as my marriage. Yet 
their interest has gone even beyond 
a siege by reporters of any one even 
remotely connected, 


In several Instances papers have 
yone so far an to name the date of 
December 4 last, and to describe in 
detall the ceremony. in Munich; a 
town that I have not visited for 
three and o half years.

HIS REASONS 


With the kind nssistance of a few}. 


friends I was able to full my de- 
sire for privacy, My reasons for this 
were: —— 

(1) It is obvious that certain special 


risks aro attached to my Ilfe, and 
IL was my strong. desire’ that, no 
womun should share them; 

(2) My first wife was subject to the 
most blackgunrdly. abuse from 
some sections of the Press and 
from some political opponents. It 
was again my strong desire that 
no woman | should be subject to

Chinese Found Dead

Inspector A. E. Carey sald that 
there was no information about Lam 
Chiu-ting who was said to have ab- 
sconded, 


Mr. Macfadyen addressed the Jury

sary of the club at its premises in 
Russel Square, London. 

The service of rededication was 
conducted by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury—21 years to the day after 
his predecessor, Archbishop. Dayid- 
son, had first dedicated the premises 
to the Student Movement. 

Miss Trevelyan sald that Lord 
Nuflicld was very Interested in the 
welfare of students, “The gift is 
a splendid twenty-first birthday 
present, and will mean that the club 
is saved for future generatlons o 
students,” she said. . 

“Our original appeal was for 
£55,000 for a new building. To- 
wards this we have already ‘obtained 
£19,000, ang Lord NufMficld’s dona-

Among these were a grey topee, a 
black, Chinese-style cloth shoc, a 
striped wnist-coat, two ammunition 
clips, one full and the other with 
seven rounds, a suit of bluck pongce 
clothing, and a pair of white canvas 
shoes, which bore blood-stains on the 
heels. . 
: SUCCESSFUL SEARCH 

Sergeant Stewart ordered the con- 
stables to spread out and continue the 
search, ond shortly afterwards, he 
heard police whisties being blown. 
Hastening to the spot, he found 
Cheung and Chai in the custody of 
three constables. The men hnd ap- 
parently been hidden In ao sort of 
tunnel dug out of the undergrowth. 
A revolver which could not be fired. 
and three more ammunition cps for 
a Mauser pistol were found. 

While feeling the undergrowth, 
Sergeant Stewart heard a report 
almost under his hnnd, and on parting 
the undergrowth, discovered n Mauser 
pistol, It appeared to have been at 
full cock and the disturbance of the 
urnss caused it to gd off, said Mr. 
Prentis, Jt wos in full working order 
except for a spring at the back which 
did not affect the firing of it. When 
searched, a round of Mauser ammunt- 
tion was found In the pocitet of the 
Jacket worn by Cheung. 

Detective-Sergeant Cc. Willcox, 
searching the vicinity the same afler- 
noon, found three empty cartridge 
cases near the side of the road, and 
six rounds of Mauser ammunition in 
the eave where the first two accused 
had been found. 

When charged with shooting’ at Mr.

And Shataukok 


As from Saturday, the.Casino at Shumchun has been 
made available to refugees for medical service and general. 
relief assistance under the guidance of the Emergency 
Refugee Council and the St. John Ambulance Association. 


A start was made with transporting 
those Chinese willing to, leave the 
New Tervitories for Shumchun yes- 
terdsy when the ratiway authorities 
wave assistance with an engine and 
two trucks. The engine made several 
(rips from Sheung Shui to Shumehun 
and tools over one hundred refuyee 
funilies and thelr mengre belongings 
whe are establishing themselves In 
the Casino and adjacent buildings. 

The relief centre was established 
nt the Casino enrly in the day. 

The Wni Yeung Association of 
Hongkong had previously established 
soup kitchens in Chinese Territory 
at Shataukok, so that there js now 
every inducement for the thousands 
of refugees encamped in the srass 
huts or in the open at Sheung Shul. 
Sun Tin nnd Mai Po, to return to 
thelr villages where these ie In the 
non-occupicd zone. 

The discovery: of a number of 
cuses of Cerebro Spinal-Meningitls, 
Small-pox and Measles among the 
refugees js a potent reason why the 
return to Chinese territory is desired 
by the atthorities, Lack of water 
ond of adequate sanitary arrange- 
ments call for unremitting vigilance 
by the medical authoritics to prevent 
these disenses attaining epidemic 
proportions, 

The three camps at Fanling and 
the one at Kom Tin are still fune- 
tioning, with but’ slightly decreased 
numbers, andthe Joseph Memorial 
Hall is still in use as a hospital. At 
the Casino, « small observation Ward 
und frst aid facilitles ure available 
and a strong effort will be made to 
persunde the refugees that it is quite 
safe for them to return to thelr 
homes in thls area, 

Labour Shortace

the Wat Yeung Association has been 
particularly commended, This As- 
soclation has been Investigating cach 
village in the Wai Yeung area and, 
if it is safe, has personally assured 
the Wail Yeuny prople that «they 
should return. food margin is 
left between safe and suspect terri- 
tory ond the- refugees are assisted 
with passage money if necessary, A 
lurge number of the refugees from

Arrangements have been made

{ton in the cases of destitute Chinese. 

The position js not quite so happy 
in Po On district where, despite re- 
peated urances that the area Is 
devoid Japanese, the evacuated 
countryfollk, numbering more than 
2,000, are afraid to return from the

the ages, and it. is commonly be- 
lieved that very many of them 
have come true.

HE Chinese, even more per- 
haps than the ancient Hebrew 
people, take interest in the pre- 
diction of future events, and 
therefore prophecies of any. des- 
cription have always received 
the widest circulation. Every 
word of a forecast of things to 
come is seized upon with the 
greatest alacrity, and if any por- 
tion of it turns out to be even 
partially true, it at once becomes 
sacred in the eyes of the masses 
of the people.

Mr, H.C, Macnamara, 
inatructed by Mr. G. S. Mugh-Jones, 
of Messrs, Wilkinson and Grist, re- 
presented Mr, Brayfield. .

The Club could only be faced with 
the possibility of libel when the

COULD SELL MEMBER'S GEAR 


Continuing, Couasel submitted that 
the account was unpaid, but why’ it 
was unpald did not alter in ‘the 
slightest degree thd construction af 
Article 78, the whole object of which 
was that members might be posted. 
It had been lald down in the 
stables bye-liws, that the Club 
might sell Mr, Brayfield’s gear, and 
if that could be done then why in 


post him up? The renson why the 
account was unpaid did not matter 
at all under that Article. . 

Mr. Macnamara interrupted and 
suid that his point was Uhat as the 
account was disputed it wags no 
jiomsee unpaid, . . 

Mr. Potter replied that there was 
no question of dispute so long , the 
Stewards were satisfied that the ac. 
count had in fact not been paid, 
The Club’s articles should not be 
construed in the way in which the 
Stewords were subservient to the 
members, ‘and it was impossible to 
say that the Stewards could not 
tnke action under Article 79, no 
matter how unrensonable a memher 
‘might be, 

Mr. Potter then went on to sub- 
mit that cven assuming that Article 
79 did not exist, the action taken 
by the Stewards was privileged, und 
#yuoted a number of cases on qualified 
privilege to Support his contention. 

The Stewards, he said, had a duty 
to perform in the interests of mem- 
bers and they were entitled to post 
a name up, ns members had the right 
to Imow whether any account had 
Ibeen pald or not. 

“There cauld be no argument on the 
language of the Article because the 
duty wos imposed on the Stewards. 


DOES NOT MATTER 


His Lordship:- Does. it -not make 
uny difference when they regard 
their ‘duty with elasticity?, We know. 
as a fact that they did not post every 
outstanding account automatically. 

Mr, Potter: It does not matter, as 
the sole question is whether or not 
they had the power to do it. If you 
could prove misuse of a rule of this 
kind, then you may aorgue on malice, 
but it does not remove privilege in 
any shape or form. I submit the 
privileged occasion exists. It is the 
duty and only alternative of the 
Stewards and I don't care if thelr 
decision was right.or wrong. Their 
duty to do this thing is imposed on 
them by Article 79, - . 

Mr, Mucnamara, dealing with the 
question of privilege sald it was quite 
true that the Stewards thought they 


find power under Article 79 to Post 
the plaintiff, but the qiestlon os to 
whether there was any other course 
of action open to. them was never dis- 
cussed at all, . 

The Stewards” power of interpreta 
tlon of the Articles, however, would 
only apply in cases where a dispute 
arose. and thelr interpretation was 
called upon.

SUGGESTION RESENTED 


Mr. Potter, replying, said that this 
new question of improper motive on 
the part of the Stewards was never 
put to Mr. Pearce.

Mr. Potter, in his address to the 
Jury, said that even assuming that 
the notice was o Hbel, the publica- 
lon of it was a privileged occasion 
and was without malice.

However, 
in order to save confusion should the 
case be brought to the Appeal Court,

CONGRATULATED ON WIN 


He was, In fact, congratulated 
everywhere on his win last Saturday, 
had remained a member of the Club, 
and had attended every race meeting, 

In short, he had not even auffered 
five-cent damages, 

The truth was that he had chosen 
this way of bringing his firievance 
to the Court instead of adopting. an- 
other ‘and easter way, with much less 
expenses, 

Mr. Mucnamara had stated that 
Mr, Brayfled should have been sucd, 
but, jn hig submission, what was 
snuce for. the goose was snuce for 
the gander, for Mr, Brayfleld could 
have done the same. ‘ . 

When asked to pay the $9.10, Mr. 
Brayfleld could have paid under pro- 
test, and then brought an action in 
the Summary .Court for the return of 
the moncy. 


PUBLICITY FOR CASE 


Continuing, Counsel sald the Jury 
were not asked to. give damages for 
the publicity. which had attached to 
plaintiff after the publication of the 
notice, . 

Everyone in the Colony, admittedly, 
now knew about it, but that was not 
as a result of the publicatfon of the 
notice but in consequence of the 
issue of the writ, 

If Mr. Brayfield had paid the 
money, Counsel. did not suppose

After asking the Jury to belleve 
Tau’s evidence, Mr. Potter concluded 
by submitting that they should find 
os a fact that the $0.10 was due by 
Mr. Brayfield. 

SHIFTED HIS GROUND 

Mr. Macnamara submitted that 
Tau’ could ‘not be ‘believed in view 
of the way he shifted his ground on 
mony points whilst under cross- 
examination. 

Mr, Brayfield could not have been 
in the Colony on February 5 or 6 
when Tau sald he spoke to him 
obout excess fodder, os the days 
were Saturday and Sunday, when Me.

A. Landau, who was present on 
4he wharf with “@ great basket con- 
taining = 120 blankets, ‘Through one 
of the refugee pi ners who knew 
the circumstances of those on board 
he distributed these. to the most 
necessitous cases, with spechil con- 
sideration for those with children. 

Many of the refugees were com. 
pletely unequipped for the rigours of 
winter in Shanghai and were glad 
of the gift of a blanket. The donor 
intends to meet every ship bringing 
refugees and sive what relief he can, 


From Concentration Campa 

The refugees included about 10 
Jews who had been detalned in cone 
vortratlon camps. Some of~ these 
declared that they had been released 
on cofidition they left the country 
within a certain brief time; those 
who could not escape by then were 
weturned to the camps, These and 
many of the others, they stated, had 
béen stripped of thelr belongings 
when they crossed the frontier of 

“- Germany.

The Londan Committee for Refugee 
Relicf sent7 £500, and an urgent 
appeal to the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee of New York resulted in a 
eant of U.S, $2,500, Every penny 
of this foreign money has alrcady 
been spent. 

Tousing the new arrivals is one of 
the local committee's greatest: wor 
ries. So far most of the refuness 
have been sheltered In three or four 
houses in Hongkew, but conditions 
ure reported to be unsativfactory. It 
{y contended that the only porsibie 
way to house the refugees 4g through 
the renovation of existing houses ‘n 
Shanghai, and in some Instances this 
necessitates the providing of furni- 
ture and other cyuipment. The fact 
that such oo large group is arriving 
Auctig the winter months will alse 
contribute to the hardship of the 
refunees, for nt present the hivh 
priee of ceal makes heating: a costly 
item.
